Sir: 


When Mr. Harvey Hughes was transferred from the 3” Auditor’s Office to the U.S. Mint 
at Philadelphia he had, by extravagance, incurred debts to such an extent as to ruin his credit. I 
endorsed him for $60 with the understanding that he should send me $40 on the 15” of this 
month and $20, with the $4 brokers charge, on the 15” of next month. He has not written to me 
since his departure from Washington, and I therefore feel at liberty to transmit his pay orders 
with the request that you remit to the payee, Mr. Jno. Cooper, in my care, $40 of Mr. Hughes’ 
pay at the end of this month and $24 on the 15” of next month. 


Mr. Hughes is well aware that I have gone heavily in debt to assist my sisters and a 
brother, and that if I am forced to pay $64 on his account it will delay the sending of an invalid 
sister to Colorado at least two months.
